To the Board of School Directors and 
Citizens of the Town < f Clarendon: 

AIMS OF EDUCATION 

Each of us wanls for our own child the very best oppor¬ 
tunities for training and experience. That is what the community 
should provide for all the children within its borders. 

Most people want to be modern in all respects. Few of 
us like to admit that we are not keeping up with new develop¬ 
ments. Thus it is with a school system—new methods, new 
equipment, new information—all are being studied with a view 
to help the school meet, in a better way, the new needs and the 
new demands that its pupils must face. 

The three “Rs” must be taught and better than ever. But 
the school must also be concerned with the objectives of building 
character and proper attitudes, habits and ideals. The aim of 
our school system is the best all-around training for every boy 
and girl. 


A HEALTHFUL SCHOOL 

Environment 

The school program, to an increasing degree, must concern 
itself with the total physical, mental, and social fitness of its 
pupils, and much remains to be done if Our Schools are to meet 
this responsibility. 

What Constitutes A Healthful School Environment? 

The location of a school, the size and type of building, its main¬ 
tenance and repair, provision for fire protection, the heating and 
ventilation—all must conform to accepted standards. Class¬ 
room must be of proper size with correct and adjustable seats 
and desks; temperature must be controllable; lighting should be 
sufficient for reading in every part of the room; the finish of the 
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walls, floors, blackboards, and furniture must be conducive to 
ease in reading and studying. Drinking fountains and hand 
washing and toilet facilities must be adequate and in compliance 
with best known sanitary standards. The building must be kept 
clean, with adequate provision for storage of school and custodial 
materials. There must be ample play space for indoor and out¬ 
door recreation and physical education programs. 

A HEALTHFUL SCHOOL ENVIRONMENT also includes 
a carefully planned health examination program with medical 
and dental examinations repeated at regular intervals, for pupils 
and school personnel alike. 

Not to be overlooked as part of the school’s services to in¬ 
crease physical, mental and social fitness, is the entire program 
of health and physical education. Health instruction serves to 
strengthen an awareness of fitness requirements and how they 
may be achieved; physical education, including athletics, develops 
greater fitness. 

Comprehensive studies have shown a distinct relationship 
between nutrition and achievement, and consequently the school 
lunch program is gaining in prominence. Since the noon meal 
normally constitutes one-third to one-half of the day’s nutri¬ 
tional quota, it is difficult, if not impossible, for the child to be 
fed properly unless that meal is adequate. 

It is the wish of your School Directors to maintain A 
HEALTHFUL SCHOOL ENVIRONMENT FOR EVERY ONE 
OF OUR CHILDREN. IT IS EVERY CITIZEN’S RESPON¬ 
SIBILITY TO DO HIS SHARE IN ORDER TO HELP 
ACHIEVE THIS GOAL. 

OUR SCHOOLS 

The main concern of the elementary grades is still the so- 
called ‘‘tool subjects,” namely, reading, writing, spelling and 
arithmetic. However, much attention is given to the social 
studies and throughout the program the school is concerned with 
the development of proper health habits, good physical growth, 
effective speech, appreciation of the arts, sound social attitudes, 
good character, and a sense of the responsibilities of citizenship.

HOW MUCH DOES IT COST? 


We must not overlook the fact that a good education, under 
competent teachers with good textbooks and supplies, provided 
with good buildings and equipment, is a good investment at 
any price. We know, however, that many of you are interested 
in the various phases of the cost of education and ask your study 
of the school operating expenses of last year and our estimated 
budget for the ensuing year. 

Our estimated budget indicates that school costs will again 
rise. This increase cannot be avoided if we are to maintain our 
schools on the present level. It must not be forgotten that the 
price of all goods and services has risen substantially in the past 
several months, and there is every reason to believe that they 
will remain high. 

It would be possible to go right down through the budget, 
item for item, and show how these factors affect every single 
entry in that budget. This situation, however, is not peculiar 
to Clarendon. It exists throughout the state and country. 
School budgets, generally, will be substantially higher. 

The following table of comparisons will give you some idea 
of the prices which the directors are called upon to pay and 
how these have advanced in the past few years.

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The citizens of Clarendon can be assured that the 1949 bud¬ 
get is the result of a great deal of study. Every decision has 
been carefully weighed. Every precaution is taken to spend the 
money of the town with due prudence, but the fundamental 
principle is that the criterion for expenditure must be the edu¬ 
cational welfare of the boys and girls of the town. 

CROWDED CONDITIONS AT NORTH CLARENDON 

Last year your Superintendent called to your attention the 
crowded condition in the North Clarendon School. Because of 
the high birth rate trend and the influx of new families, this 
situation was bound to get worse. With the opening of school 
in September, 1948, there were around thirty-five children en¬ 
rolled in all eight grades. Your directors did not feel that this 
number of pupils, to be taught by one teacher, was conducive 
to good education. Therefore, plans were made to transport 
the three upper grades to other schools. I, personally, wish to 
thank the parents for their cooperation in helping to meet this 
problem. However, I do not see how this situation can be greatly 
improved in the next few years unless there is made available 
State or Federal aid for new school housing. I will suggest again 
that if the town would see fit to appoint a committee of interested 
citizens, representative of all parts of town, to work with the 
school directors and make a study of our present and future school 
housing needs, they would then be prepared to make recommen¬ 
dations at a future town meeting should such State or Federal 
money become available. In the present Congress there is a 
Federal School Housing Bill ready for consideration, in addition 
to the President’s recommended Federal Aid to Education Bill. 

GUIDANCE 

More and more, parents lock to the schools for help in guiding 
their children in their activities as well as in the selection of a 
vocation, a position, or a college to attend. 

Acknowledging the fact that there are individual differences 
among pupils in a given “grade” from a physical, mental and 
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social viewpoint, it may interest parents tc know that all pupils 
have been studied and tested, and that the averages of our various 
rooms compare favorably with those of average pupils all over 
the country. There are, naturally, pupils of high ability, medium 
ability and low ability. It is important that our parents check 
with the school officials on test results as well as on teachers’ 
opinions. Parents should also consider the child’s shortcomings 
as well as his abilities. Our schools, with a fine corps of teachers, 
are doing their best with every child and parents are strongly 
urged to know their teachers and to keep in touch with them. 

STATE AND FEDERAL AID 

Duiing the past year much has been heard of state aid for 
education and much will be heard of it during the present legis¬ 
lative session in Montpelier. Last year your superintendent 
pointed out that there was a commission at work in our State, 
appointed by the Governor, to draw up a new formula for the 
more equitable distribution of rebates to the towns for educa¬ 
tional purposes. I have heard this proposed formula discussed 
at numerous hearings, and sincerely feel that Clarendon would 
benefit by such legislation. In consideration cf the facts involved, 
residents cf Clarendon should be strong supporters of this pro¬ 
posed formula. 

Public schools, in the foreseeable future, apparently are to 
get aid from the Federal Government in the form of a subsidy. 
The financial figure for each state would be 5 and 17 years of 
age. Vermont’s share of a Federal grant is estimated to be about 
$615,000. 


CONCLUSION 

On behalf of the school directors and superintendent, we 
wish to acknowledge the loss to the schools and community in 
the death of Mr. Federick W. Wallace, who served so faithfully 
for years. 
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Once again, we wish to express to you citizens our apprecia¬ 
tion for your cooperation and for your interest in the schools of 
Clarendon. 

To our teachers, to our janitors, to our bus drivers, to the 
various P. T. As. and other local organizations, we express grati¬ 
fication for their work. 

We wish, too, to thank pupils for their fine spirit of work. 
Without fine pupil attitudes, we would not have the good school 
system which we possess. 

May your superintendent close with a word for your school 
directors as a hard-working and interested group of people. It 
has been a pleasure to work with them. May we look ahead to 
another fine, constructive, progressive year of achievement.

The legal voters in the March Meeting of the Town of Clarendon, Vt. 
and the Town School District are hereby notified and warned to meet at 
the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday, March 1st, 1949 at 10 A.M. Standard 
Time, to act on the following articles: 

1. To choose a Moderator. 

2. To act on the reports of the Town Officers. 

3. Shall one or two Road Commissioners be elected by ballot or appointed 
by the Selectmen? 

4. To elect all necessary Town Officers. 

5. Shall the Town vote to adopt the Australian Ballot for the election 
of Town Officers? 

6. To see if the Town will vote a sum of money to take advantage of 
State Highway Law and Resurfacing, and if so, how much? 

7. To see if the Town will vote a sum of money up to $2,000.00 to take 
advantage of Black Top Aid. 

8. To see what tax said Town will vote to pay the expenses of the Town 
Schools. 

9. To see what tax said Town will vote to pay current expenses of said 
Town for the ensuing year and to pay the indebtedness of said Town. 

10. To see if the Town will pay the Taxes to the Town Treasurer. 

11. Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be granted 
in this Town? 

12. Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this Town? 

The vote under articles 11 and 12 shall be by ballot in form as pro¬ 
vided by this act. Such ballots are furnished by the Secretary of 
State. 

13. To vote salaries for Town officers and if so, how much? 

14. To see what action said Town will take in regard to selling East 
Street School property, known as number 9. 

15. To see if the Town will appropriate $200 to be used in cooperation 
with State and Federal funds for the control of White Pine Blister 
Rust within the Town. 

16. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to buy a power road 
grader, not to exceed $10,000. 

17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
for the temporary use of the Town. 

18. Shall the Town give the Library Association $25 for upkeep? 

19. To see if the Town will vote the sum of $375.00 towards the support 
of the Public Health Nursing Service from July 1, 1949 to June 30, 
1950, in order that the service may be established and in such manner 
as to take advantage of Federal aid. 

20. To transact any other business lawful to be done at said meeting.
